Parties who were in-
tending to carry wheat, but who wanted to
makeo 18620 per cent., were to-day unable to
getIn on terms as mdvantageous as they
could have made yesterday, ‘I'he competi-
tion among ecarriers kept July wheat livm to-
day aud advanecd the prica after the firat
halt hour. Hutchinson was by all means
the !argest buyer of July, and the strength
developed in that month buoyed up the whole

market. It is now clemly seen  that
there will be  no  lack of  funds
to cnre for wheat that will
be dellvered out on July contracts, The

same 18 also true with regard to corn and
provisions. Rarely has it been possible of
Inte years to place midsummer loanable
funds so advantageously as now. This fact,
coupled with the information that forelgners
were agnin in New York as buyers, served
to Impart a better tone to the general market
and to stimulate puvlic confidence.
